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found to be.insufficient for the purpose of 
rendering the contribution very extensive. 
It was, therefore, resolved on to address let- 
ters to the magistrates, the clergy, and the 
parish officers, requesting them to use ‘ adl 
** their influence” in furthering the views of 
the Committee at Lloyd’s ; and, that that re- 
quest might, at reaching these persons, wear an 
imposing aspect, the circularletters were con- 
veyéd under the frank of the Secretary to the 
General Post Office; and, I think, the reader 
will agree with me, that-nine-tenths of the 
persous receiving these letters, would, from 
this circamstance, conclude that the ‘request 
was made to them with the express approba- 
tion, if not by the order, of the ministry, 
especially as the names of many of the then 
ninisters stood very forward upon the sub- 
scription list. I shall not stop here to in- 
quire what authority Mr. Freeling had to 
frank these letters, his power of franking 
having been given him solely for the pur- 
poses connected with the duties of his sfjice ; 
but, if he had due power thus to act, in this 
case, I see no right that he has to refuse his 
Signature to cover circular letters for any 
other self-created society, or club, who may 
wish to obtain money by similar means.— 
When the magistrates and clergy and parish 
officers came to employ (as in many eases 
they did) afl. thetr infiuence, in order to in- 
duce the people living under them. to give 
their money to the fund-dealers at Lloyd's, it 
was not surprising to see the publicans, the 
smugglers, the .... . and so, ferth, 
drawing forth their dirty shillings. There 
was no force: oh, not Not for the world! 
Nor is a man, though Jed te church ina hal- 
ter, forced to marry; and, we may he as- 
sured, that the subscribing of all tae depen- 
dents upon government and the dependents 
upon the magistrates, was an act full as vo- 
luntary. Rowland Hill, at his famous 
round-house at the foot of Black Friar’s 
Bridge, told his audience to recollect, that if 
any of them happened.not to have any mo- 
ney about them, they would find, in the 
vestry, pen, ink, and paper for the purpose 
of drawing drafts upon their bankers! ‘This 
was doing business in a plaith way ; and was 
highly faudabie in comparison with the 
sneaking hypocrisy of those pttty traders of 





the pulpit, who atlected to trust to the force’ 


of their ghostly exiortations and to leave 
couscience to work its way. Rowland knew 
_ his. audience, and knowing them, he warned 
them against budging an inch, until they 
had sited a pledge of their patriotism. 
He call Ey age his flock, we are told, to 
* open | ly their bags; to let flow, with- 
* eut restraint, the wilk ef human kind- 


ce 


ness; that the gond shepherds” [at 
Lloyd's] “* might have w herewithal to 

sucklethe dam-less lansbs of the fold.” Ac- 
corcingly, the congregation proved, it ap- 
pears, a good milch animal, for Rowland’s 
subscription surpassed even that of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, though the Mayor of London was 
present, and though, as we were very fully 
informed, he gave 50 pounds to the Fund. 
The churches in general hide their heads, 
when brought face to face with the round- 
house of Rowland. He has beaten them 
all; and, it must be allowed, that, as some 
of the newspapers have not failed to observe, 
the dissenting congregations have shown a 
much greater degree of “ patriotism,” or 


power im their eloguence, than has been 
shown in the established church. The 
church has long been, in various ways, work- 
ing for its own degradation and destruction ; 
and, this last effort is not amongst those that 
are the least likely to be efficacious. The 
Magdalen Hospital chapel, which has, with 
regard to the Sunday eveuing’s audiences, been 
regarded as the rival of Rowland’s house, 
secins, inthe first instance, to have declined 
all rivalship upon this occasion. It is, in- 
deed, said to have been determined not to 
make any coilection at the Magdalen chape! 
in behalf of Llovd’s Fund ; but, a dittle re- 
flection appears to have brought the govern- 
ors of that. place. to their senses ; for, the 
day after the Thanksgiving, they gave out of 
their own pockets, to the fund at Lloyd's, 
the full amount of the subscription which 
they on that day.made for the Magdalens ; 
and, what is worthy of remark, as bearing 
directly upon the point before us, tlicy 
thought it necessary to advertise ir the ne ws- 
papers that they had done so, stating, as the 
reason by which they had been actuated, * //¢ 
fear of being thought to have less patriotism 
than their neightours.”’. And yet, all 1s 
voluntary! But, the subscription of “ R.N* 
of R. N. who gave, the other day, 1,07 
pounds, keeping his name a secret? Wes 
not that voluntary ? . Was not that ‘* doing 
good by stealth?’ I doubt it. I feat 
very much, that R. Nv’s name, at full length, 
will, one of these days, be, through the 
means of some. treacherous friend, commu 
nicated to the public, as will also that of the 
widow, who gave her mite at Rowland’s. +> 
however, thus put in, before hand, my os 
test against all treachery of this sort. .

hope, therefore, that they have taken efec- 
tual means. to prevent their names from 
reaching the public; for, if they have not, 
they must expect to be treated as the most 
finished hypocrites even of this canting gene- 
ration. Fore-warned fore-armed: let them 
take care, or prepare themselves fer the con- 
sequences ; for, as faras lam able to pre- 
vent it, I never will see the world thus trick- 
ed out of its applause. ‘here are two 
particular instances more of the freedom, 
with which people have been suffered to act 
upon this oceasion, that are worthy of being 
recorded, The first is exhibited in.a regi- 
mental order, issued by Cot.

their subscriptions, the Colonel detaches his 
Officers and serjeants to make to each of 
them a demici/iery visit; and, lest some of 
them should happen to be from home, he 
desires the whole corps to meet him some 
days afterwards, when the reports of the 
othicers and serjeants are to be received, and 
when the members, who have missed all the 
former opportunities, are to see that the box 
is still open to receive their donations. Yet, 
it is all voluntary! No membcr is forced 
to give his money ; but, if he does not vive 
> ¢ ertatnly not tie afi ro- 
bation of the commanding officer, who has 
already given his thanks to those who have 
given their money. But, is it not useless to 
dwell upon this? Must it not be evident to 
every person of common discernment, that 
there is nothing voluntary here any more 
than there was in the ‘* Dans patriotiques” 
at Paris ? The other instance that I have 
to record is of a nature much more objec- 
tionable, especially when we consider the 
situation in life of the person who makes 
the principle figure in it. I here allude to a 
printed hand bill, published at Croydon in 
Surrey, and signed by the Vicar of that 
parish, the Rev Doctor Iketann. It ie

+ Tt was published before the 
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meeting of parlianient in November of that 
year, and was obviously intended to prepos- 
sess the public mind against any objection 
that should be urged against the compact 
which it was inten: ed to vindicate. So far, 
perhaps, there was liitle to find fault with. 
But, this pamphlet, which contained a de- 
liberate, high-wrought eulogium on Lord 
Hawkesbury, representing hina as Ais coun- 
try's Lest hope, and as possessing all the ta- 
lents and statesman-ithe virtues of his nobl 
sire, was written wider the diciattion of that 
sire himself! A person, however, was, tm 
such a case, wanted to pass for the author of 
the pamphlet ; and the person selected (a 
very convenient one} was the Rev. gentleman 
Letore us, He carried it to the bookseller ; 
under his auspices it came forth to the pub- 
lic; the government was the principal pur- 
chaser, and, of course, the peeple, were 
the principal payers; and, out of the prefits, 
thus derived, Dr. (ahen Mr.) Ireland receiv- 
ed a considerable sam of money. Whether 
it was tor this, or for some other great pub- 
lic service; whether for this or some other 
act of disinterested patriotisin and leyalty ; 
whether it was for his politics or his piety, I 
know not, but Mr. Ireland soen atier be- 
came a prelendary of IVestminster, in addi- 
tion to his lucrative living at Croydon, and 
to those, if I mistake not, has since been 
added another living ef no inconsiderable 
ralue. Upon. this Jast point I speak from 
distant recollection, and on it J will not, 
therefore, be positive; but, whether he has 
a third living or not, certain I am, that he 
is in the enjoyment of quite enough of the 
revenues of the church, one halt of whose 
Ministers are starving, to induce him to 
speak with modesty sespecting the motives 
of those who are unwilling to give away their 
money. Bat, Jaying his own disiuterest- 
edness out of the question ; supposing there 
to be nothing in his own conduct to check 
his presumptaous imputations against the 
patriotism of ethers; what can he find to 
justify those imputations, and whereunto 
must they tend? If all those who do not 
contribute to Lloyd's Fund are not lovers of 
their country and her cause, how few ot 
such lovers are there‘ The list of the sub- 
scribers is long; but, woe be unto England, 
if those who are not upon it are her ene- 
mies! Not more, thank God, than a thir- 
¢ieth part of the nobility and gentry are upon 
the list, and, in point of property and con- 
sequence, not a Avadredth part. Nea hun- 

dredth part of the clergy are upon it. In 
not @ thirtieth part of the churches, thanks 
to the wisdom of the clergy, have collections 
been made; and, what is 26 thousand pounds 
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to be collected amongst eleven thousand pa- 
rishes?> And, itis with facts like these be- 
fore him, that this man has the presumption 
to declare all those, who do not contribute, 
to be enemies of their country and her cause ? 
This was the language of Lord Hawke-burv, 
in his femous car-advertisement from the 
Th li hed Louse, in 1803 (see Vol. V1. }). 
444). lt was the duts ot * every loval sub- 
* yect”™ to subscribe horses, carriages, and 
harness for the purpose of carrying soldiers 
In cars. Books were onened all over the 
town te take subseriptious ; aud Sir Brooke 
was holding bis meetings ef horse-masters 
and coach-musters, to consult upon the 
means ot nativnal defence. The cars are 
new ridiculed, even by those who were the 
mast noisy in praise of the project, it having 
been proved by experience that they would 
be much worse than useless. The presumy = 
tien of the advertisers at the Thatched Howe 
is, however, forgotten ; and so will that of 
Dy. Ireland, perhaps, when it shall be found 
hecessary, as it very soon will, to put a step 
to the proceedings at Lloyd's. ‘Lo-aceuse 
men of being enemies to their country, if 
they refuse to be bullied or c.joled infu the 
support of such schemes, is, however, a 
trick that will always be repeated; but, by 
men of sense, and of only a common share 
ot political courage, it will always be hearti- 
ly despised; aad, therefore, though I think 
itis evident, that nine-tenths of those who 
have subscribed to the Lloyd's Fund have 
acted under the operation of vanity or tear ; 
though I am persuaded that no epithet could 
be so ill-suited to their contributions as that 
of voluntary, T do not, pity thein, but, on 
the contrary, wish they may. be fund-ridden, 
till experiehice teaclics them to do justice 
to the motives of those who decline to fi « 
low their example. Nothing can be more 
datestable, or more mischievous than th: s 
dividing the peuple into friends and enemies 
of their country; and, one cannot help giv- 
ing way to an extraordinary degree of indig- 
nation, when this Hvislon ts made by the 
fund-dealers, the Joan-jobbers, the coutrac- 
tors, and the place-hunters, who have the 
lupprede nce to assume to theme!ves an CX 
clusive claim to the virtue of patriotism, 
to the exclusion of al] those, on wham 
they prey and are secking to prey, 
Many are the cattses, by which a people 
may be disgusted wit! their state of being 3 
but, than the one here described, than the 
insvlent pretensions, than the cording taunts, 
than the calumnious accusations of the cor- 
morant class here spoken of, I know of 
nove better calculated to prove efficacious, 
——Having been longer detained than 
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iL expected npon the foregoing part of the 
subject, JT shall, for the present, atleast, be 
obliged to content myself with a brief 
sketch of the history of the Lloyd's Fund. 
There was money raised, by advertise- 
nent from Lloyd’s, after some of ‘the 
victories during the last war; but, it was 
not until the commencement of the present 
war, in the suminer ef 1803, that a regular 
and permanent plan was settled upon, or, at 
Jeast, that such a plan was promulgated. A 
set of underwritérs and the like, being sub- 
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scribers to the Coffee-House called Lloyd's | 
< offee-House, near the Alley of Stock-Job- | 


kers, met at the said Coffee House on the 
20th of July, 1803, for the purpose, as they, 
in their advertisements declared, ‘* of setting 
‘¢ on foot a general subscription, on an ex- 
‘* tended scale, for the encouragement and 
‘© relief of those who might be engaged in 
** the defence of the country, and who 
« might suffer in the common cause; and 
“* of those who might signalize themselves 
*« during the present most awful contest.” 
Here was, in the very outset, something 
quite new. ‘The money that had, upon for- 
mer occasions, been raised was for a particu- 
‘ar and specific object, and, affer the battle, 
tie merits and ‘suiferings arising out of 
wich were to be rewar’ed. But, here, 
there was no specific object’; the purpose 
was to relieve and reward al] those who 
might, at amy future time, merit reward or 
stand in need of relief, in consequence of 
their having served in-the army or navy. 
After some further preface the meeting 
came to certain resolutions, Which were, in 
substauce, as tfolows: That, ata moment, 
when ‘we were placed: *‘ as the last barrier 
‘* ayainst the total subjugation of Europe by

This committee admitted to the honour of 
sharing in their powers, Thomas birca, 
Earl Spencer, and about 20 bankers and 
heads of commercial companies. Lord 
Spencer was placed within three of the 
lowest upon the list, and directly below 
Mr. Thomas Birch ! The Committee of Ma- 
nagers, of which any nine was to be a quo- 
rum for the transacting of business, and 
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Commirrer at Lloyd's, met again on the 
2d of August; and having chosen Sik 
Franers Barre for their chairman, they 
appointed a committee of treasury and also 
trustees for the purchase and sale of stock, it 
having been previously resolved to vest 11 the 
funds the money that should be collected, or 
rather, to addit to the -t .20,000. In neither 
of these committees was there any one who 
was not a fund-dealer, and, I believe, that 
the whole of them were loan-contractors. It 
should also be’ remarked,” here, that the 
<£ .20,9000 said to have been subscribed by the 
Society at Lloyd’s, was, by this measure of

Society. ——On thie 24th’ of August, VOY 
large sums having, in“the mean time been 
collected, the Committee began their ope" 
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rations in their official character of patrons 
of the army and the navy, by granting sums 
of money toa warrant officer and five seamen 
wounded in the boats of His Majesty's ship 
the Loire, Lieut. Henry Rowen of the 
armed cutter, Sheerness, was, it appears, 
the first officer of the knyg’s navy that availed 
himself of the proffered honour of making a 
report to the Committee at Lloyd's ; and, in 
conséquence of his report, the Comnnittee, 
on the 18th of October, granted a badge of 
distinction to John Marks, boatswain of the 
saidcutter. As this was the first step on 
that progress which has already reached the 
granting of Heir Loonis as adjuncts te titles 
of nobility granted by the King, it may be 
worth the reader's while to peruse the terms

pital again. —The account of thé proceedings 
of the Committee, fipm which account this 
has been collected, comes down no later than 
the 20th of July last: what officérs have 
done themselves the honour to report to 
them since that time I know not, of course. 
In this list I have omitted military and naval’ 
officers of inferior rank, together with se- 
veral magistrates and clergymen, and a 
whole croud of officers and volunteers, re- 
presenting the gad/ant feats and the suffers 
ines of mien under their command !—That 
the Secretary to the Admiralty should report 
to thisComiuittee! Yet, why not? Now, 
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especially, that the Admiralty reports to 
Lloyd's regularly upon all the important 
movements of the fleets ? In the course 
of the two years, ending of the 25th of Ju- 
ly last, the Commuttee had, it appears, grant - 
ed 3 vases, 61 swords, 2 silver tankards, 1 
silver call and chain; and 7 pieces of plate. 
The total amount of the expenditure in mo- 
ney, swords and other honorary rewards, 
and in contingent expences (one article of 
which expences has been most efficacious in 
muzzling the press), upto the 20thof July, 
was 19,000 |. exclusive of 400 L granted in 
annuities for life, and estimated at 0,090 I. 
The sum subscribed by the Lloyd’s Men 
themselves was 20,000 }. the sums raised 
upon the pegple amounted to 158,000 |. and 
the ivterest received from the public funds 
(that is to say ont of the taxes) 13,0001. 
Thus, there remained in Aand, on the 20th 
of July Jast, more than 170,0001. to which 
must now be added about 50,000 1. raised 
upon individuals and upon the religious con- 
gregations since the battle of Trafalgar toge- 
ther with the interest of 170,000 1. from July 
to the present time. It is probable, thot the 





Coininittee niay grant away 50,000}. of this;-| 


but, I think, it is very improbable, that 
they should, unless the law compels them, 
ever sufter their stock of 170,000 }. to di- 
minish ; for, if they had not determined to 
keep that ap, what need was there for their 
again calling upomthe people, while, out of 
191,000 |. received in two years, they had 
expended only about 25,000 pounds? No; 
their intention evidently is, to go on accu- 
mulating, till they cam make their grants out 
of the interest; and thus, always hold in 
their hands a great bait to'the army and the 
navy, and,’ at the same time, a powerful 
instrument for the influencing of any, mini- 
stry ; for, if this mode of distributing honours 
and reward exist nauch longer, whot ministry 

‘ill be able to act contrary to the views of the 
Committee at Lloyd's, well knowing, that, at 
any inoment that Committee can tell the army 
and the navy, that, while such or such men 
are in power, or that while such and such 
measures are pursued, they shall lock up the 
out-lets of the Fund ?——That the officers 
should make reports and applications to this 
self-erected board of honours. and rewards is 
dangerous enough; but we. find the men 
themselves making’ such applicationas and we 
soe, too, that grants are actually made there- 
upon. They are ‘f patrols,” observe. To 


give them your money is the test_of. patriot-. 


ism; and. if they are such excellent judges 
upon the subject, why should their decision 
be doubted, if they should happen to resolve 
that the measures of a ministry are unwise, 
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unpatriotic, and ought not to be supported ? 
The swords, pieces of plate, and the money 
which they have granted, will not fail to be 
talked of in the army and the navy. Lioyn’s 
will soon be a favorite toast in the mess-room 
and the cabin, and in the guard-Kouse and 
the forecastle too. The King will be some- 
what in the situation of a master, whose 
hard-working apprentices meet with a com- 
passionate and generous neighbour. And, 
as to the parliament, their praise must, when 
it comes, cut a pretty figure, when com- 
pared with the solid pudding of Lloyd’s.——-~ 
But, the annuities. The Committee have, by 
this time, perhaps, granted not less than 50 
or GO annuities for the lives of the parties 
respectively ! ‘They have already their 
pension list; and, the soldiers and sailors 
will not fail to compare the Lloyd's pensions 
wiih the pensions of Greenwich and Chelsea. 
In the course of a very few years, if a stop 
be not put to these proceedings, the pen- 
sion list of Lloyd's, if only the interest of 
the money be applied to its. augmentation, 
will very far surpass in amount the pension 


list of Greenwich and Chelsea; and, as if - 


for the purposes of comparison with those 
institations, the pensions from Lloyd’s are 
always to be paid a year in advance! And, 
is it possible that there can be a man of sense 
in the kingdom, who does not perceive 
some, at Jeast, of the numerous mischiefs, 
whereunfo this audacious innovation must 
lead?) And onght I to believe my eyes, 
when I, now again, read the name of Eart 
Srencer in the list of the subscribers ?—— 
The Commitiee have not lost sight of the 
press, the newspaper press. They have, in 
one of their letters, lately stated that /arge 
sums have been expended for advertising in 
the news-papers. I should suppose, that, 
to each daily paper, the clear profits for the 
Comnnittee’s advertisements cannot, up to 
this time, have keen Jess than 200]. A de- 
cent sop! No wonder that we hear, 
through that channel, not a word against 
their daring encroachments, or against the 
indecent insinuations contained in their post- 
ed hand-bills. “Nay, one of these papers, 
the Oracre, has recommended, that the 
Committee be, by act of parliament, render- 
éd a corporation ; and it will, with me, be 
matter of great surprise, if some attempt 
be not made to carry that design into effect. 
To say the truth, if the Fund at Lloyd's be 
a proper thing, and ought to be encouraged, 
there can be no reason for refusing to esti 
blish it by law, and to render all its proceed- 
ings valid. Its annuities, for instance, may 
possibly fail to be paid, unless secured by 
law. Acts of parliament are not such rare 
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purpose of extending the utility of this creat 
exertion of patriotism. If such an act were 
proposed, I should like to hear the reasons 
upon which such a subscriber as Eant Sren- 
ceR would oppose it; and yet, from the 
moment of passing such an act, the Lloyd's 
Committee would, in fact, become the 
masters of the army andthe navy. They 
have taken all the steps preparatory to 


a great and most dangerous. assuimption of 


power; they have been corresponding with 
officers of the army and the navy, with Di- 
rectors and Governors of hospitals, with 
Lords Lieutenant ef counties, and with the 
Gerernors and Commanders of His Majety’s 
foreign islands and provinces, from several 
of which pos-essions they have received Jarge 
contributions. ‘Their meays will increase 
daily ; with their means their partisans will 


increase ; and they only want the forms of 


Jaw to put them, in a very short time, beyond 
the controul of any power in the state ; for, 
again I ask, if their grants continue much 
longer to be made, where is the ministry, 
or where that power, executive or legislative, 
that will veuture to attempt to put a stop to 
Will any man say, that he thinks 
that the Fund ought to become permanent ; 
that the Committee at Lloyd’s ought to be 
regarded, and in fact to be, an established 
department of the government of the coun- 
try? If he answers inthe negative, I ask 
him, where he thinks it can stop, if it be 
permitted much longer to exist, and to pro- 
ceed in thesmanner, in which it is now pro- 
ceeding? Already its proceedings are, as 
was before observed, wellknown ia the army 
and the navy. Soldiers and sailors have no- 
thing else to think of. The navy more, espe- 
cially have tasted of the honey of Lloyd's ; 
and, can there be any one so infatugted as 
not to perceive to what the putting of a stop 
to the grants of the Fund might lead, and 
that, too, at atime, when our fate might be 
determined by a single day of inaction ? 
Every thing by the way of largess to either 
soldiers or sailors is injurious; it is sure to 
be destructive of discipline. They should 
have all their pay,’ and in due time ; when 
they are worn out or wounded, they should 
be well and decently aud honourably provided 
for; and, they should be suffered to enjoy 
the prizes and the plunder of war. But, 
all, with respect to them, should be done 
by rule.and line. Command and Duty are 
the only words they should hear. No coax- 
ing, no wheedling ; for, they instantly be- 


‘gin to feel their power and to think of ex- 


ercising their judgment; whatever they re- 
ceive as a gift to-day, they claim asa right 
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things that one should be refused for the } to-morrow; in case of refusal, their feelings 


are just what they would be, were their 
claim founded in law; and the Lloyd's men 
may be assured, that, whenever the occasion 
serves, they will see those feelings break out 
Into action. ———The reader will, I hope, ex- 
cuse my having dwelt so long upon this sub- 
ject. It is one, apon which, trom the out- 
set, I have felt the greatest possible degree of 
anwlety, knowing well that all tampering is 
dangerous ; thatit is always a symptom of un- 
soundness ; and that, of all the tampering 
that wickedness or imbecillity ever had re- 
course tb, tampering with a military force is 
by far the most ominous. I was, too, frou 
the beginning, of opinion (an opinion which 
I -corn to disguise), that the establishing of 
a great fund tor the purpose of making gitts 
to soldiers and sailors, and vesting that fund 
in a way that would render its existence ob- 
viously dependent upon the supporting of 
the value of the funded property of the ma- 
tion, might render it dangerous to reduce the 
value, by a measure of government, though 
the preservation of the monarchy and of 
our iiberties should demand such a measure. 
Such a measure may not be necessary. Some 
persons laugh at my apprehensions. ‘There 
are, however, some whe think with le ; 
some who think that our great danger, is, 
that we shall push our attachment to the 
funds so far as to deprive ourselves of the 
means of saving the country; and these 
persons must, surely, perceive, that this 
danger cannot but be greatly augmented by 
creating, amongst the officers and men of 
the army and the navy, a numerous party 
strongly prepossessed in favor of the funds, 
Mr. Huskisson. The following para- 
graph of the Mornino Cnronrcre of the 
25th instant, together with the answer of 
the Courter, will I trust, form some ape- 
logy for my having made a person like this 
the subject of an article here. Mr. Flus- 
kisson is one of the Secretaries of the Trea- 
sury: what heis besides we shall see by- 
and-by, after having read the paragraphs 
above spoken of. .“ The public,” says the 
Morning Chronicle, ‘‘ must have observed 
‘“* with disgust, the effrontery, with which 
« the partizans of the Treasury have from 
“ day to day, attempted to impute to the 
= Opposition, a traitorous Correspondence 
‘‘ with M. Bourienne; and that he has 
“ found in this country fit. instruments for 
“ the publication of fils Bulletins, A new 
species of Newspaper’ warfare has been 
«« adopted, and every man who does not 
« implicitly believe that évery thing which

that one side only. of every story ought

** Certain other practices with respect to 
‘* the periodical press, have been resorted 
‘ to, by which it is to be new-modelled 
«* after the cast..of Paris. All this has ta- 
‘« ken place since Mr. Pitt, in his wisdom 
‘* and virtue, has delegated the administra- 
“« tion of affairs to AJr. Huskisson. It took 
** its date from his appointment. No one 
“ certainly. knows better the character of 
«© M_Bourienne than Mr. Huskisson. They 
‘* were Citizens together, and, from the 
‘« same Club, they have risen to the same 
** station ; b:tt we can assure the enlighten- 
** ed Secretary of the Treasury, that we 
** did not reczivethe communication from his 
‘* old friend, and that we have no corre- 


“* spondence with any one of the characters 


** from whom he received his political edu- 
** cation. We disdain, therefore, to vin- 
** dicate ourselves against the base and inde- 
“* cent outrages of the prints which he de- 
“* grades by such invective; and we assure 
‘** the Public, that no Clerk in Office. shall 
“* put an Imprimatur on the English Press 
** while the Morning Chronicle is in exis- 
** tence.” ‘Whether Mr. Huskisson does 
actually superintend the ministerial press I 
know not; nor can I exactly say what it is 
that the Morning Chronicle here alludes to, 
when it spéaks of certain practices for new- 
modelling the press after the cast of Paris. 
I have, indeed, ..heard of an intention of 
putting down that print, upon the foul and 
most infamoysly.false charge of its using

iny. behef is, that, whatever measures ot 
this sort the underlings may have talked of, 
the minister is much too cunning to be 
persuaded inte _an adoption of them. Of 
one. instance, of unjustifiable partiality, 6pe- 
rating against the prints that yet dare to cen- 
sure.certain acts.of the ministry, I possess 
some information, and that I shall now 
communicate to the public——The receipt 
of foreign papers, in this country, shall, 
the Jaw says,.be only through the chan- 
nel. of the General Post-Office. While 
the direct. communication with France was 
open, as was.the ease during the last years 
of the last.war, the earliest continental news 
reached us through Dover, where the post- 
master, upon the receipt. of, each parcel of 
French papers, sent them. off express to the 
daily. newspaper, offices,.in London, and a 
charge. was made; ty, cach DADE, of about 
Sixty pounds a. ear... NO W, that. the direct 
communication with. France is not open, 
and that it remains open with Holland, the 
éarliest continental intelligence, and indeed, 
the files of French papers. are received from 
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that country, through Gravesend, from which 
latter place theyare sent to London byan agent 
of the Alien-Offiee, who constantly treside¢ 
there, and who a/one is permitted to receive 
and send forward such papers, contrary, [ 
believe, to. a positive law. Hereby the Gene- 
ral Post-Office has. been, as far as relates to 
the transmission of French papers, entirely 
superceded. by the Alien-Office ; but, it is 
quite proper to obserye, that, hereby, the 
people of the Post-Office have not been de- 
prived of their profits, as they continue to 
exact, from each daily print, the same, or 
nearly the same, sum annually, on account 
of French papers, as they used to reccive 
when they supplied those papers; and this 
upon pain of preventing any one, refusing 
compliance, from receiving French papers 
through the Agent at Gravesend! But, the 
great evil, the great shame, the glaring in- 
justice, attendant upon this new regulation, 
is, that it pts the supply of French papers 
entirely into the hands of the ministry, who 
can give what orders they please to the 
Alien-Agent at Gravesend ; and who there- 
by can block up, and have blocked up, the 


| channel between France and the. daily pa- 


pers of which they disapprove ; while they 
Jeave it open to those of their partizans = In 
the doing of this Mr. Huskisson is said to 
have been chiefly instrumental ; and, it is 
even said, that, upon a representation made 
by the proprietor of the Morning Chronicle 
in particular, to Lord Hawkesbury, as first 
commissioner fer the superintendance of 
Aliens, Mr. Huskisson used every exertion, 
in his power to prevent his lordship from put- 
ting an end to this scandalous partiality. 
With what degree of success these exertions 
were attended, I cannot positively say ; but, 
I really shal! find myself much deceived if 
Lord Hawkesbury, and Mr. King who is 
the secand commissioner, and Mr. Reeves, 
who is the third commissioner and the im- 
mediate acting superintendant, have become 
the toolsof Mr. Huskisson in giving their coun- 
tenance and support to so odious a distinc- 
tion.— Without being morein the secret, the 
reader will, I think, see, in what has been 
stated, quite sufficient grounds for the pro- 
prietors of the Morning Chronicle to complain 
of the conduct of Mr. Huskissson ; and, when 
they were, through the prints which he had 
patronised to their injury, and to the injury 
of freé discussion and true information, ac- 
cused of traiterously corresponding with Mr. 
Bovrrenne, merely bécause they had ob- 
tained from Hamburgh the éarliest intelli- 
gence of a proclamation transmitted to that 
minister, was it not perfectly natural in them. 


to remind the public, that this Mr, Boys 
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RIENNE was one of the fellow-citizéns and 
fellow-clullist of Mr. Huskisson ? Let 
us now hear the Coynien, and then inquire 
a little further into the political conduct and 
the progress of this Mr. Huskisson, who is 
now, bythe favour of Mr. Pitt, become so 
important a pérsonage in affairs relative to 
the press of this country. “ Mr. Huskis- 
“* scn’s name,” says the Courier ofthe 25th 
instant, is brought in merely to gratify 
a little, petty, paltry opposition malig- 
nity, and to inform the public, that he 
was formerly acquainted with Mr. Bou- 
RIENNE ; that they were citizens toge- 
ther; and members of the same Club. 
But, whence comes this sudden indigna- 
tion against’ French citizenship and 
clubs? We are mistaken if Mr. Fox has 
not been honoured with the citizenship 
of France; and if intimacy with French- 
men be a crime, Mr. Fox has beeu inti- 
mate with’ Bonaparte, with Talleyrand, 
and with others of the most distinguished 
criminals and citizens of France. With 
respect to clubs too, Mr. Fox is, at this 
moment, a member of a club nicknamed 
the National Institute; of course he is 
associated with Mr. Bourienne, Barrere, 
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** and bjoody of the tevolutionary regicides 
of France.” The pertness, the petu- 
Jance, the meaniiess, and the cowardly anx- 
lety of this attempt at retaliation betray the 
hand from which it ‘comes. With respect 
to the title of citizen of France, it might, in 
the mad days of Brissot andhis fellow-labour- 
ers, have been bestowed upon Mr. Fox 
without his being able to prevent it any more 
than he was able to preveat the adoption of 
those measures which Jed to the present mi- 
Htary despotism. ‘‘ He has been intimate 
with Buonaparte.” Granted, for argument’s 
sake, though a notorious falsehood; but, 
did not this intimacy take place at a time 
when we had- made a treaty of amity with 
Buonaparté ; when the picture-shops of Lon- 
don; represented that ruler of France in 
the act of shaking hands with the King ; 
and when this very Courier was daily declaim- 
ing against me for endeavouring to weaken 
those bonds of friendship? As to an acquain- 
tance between Mr. Fox and Mr. Talleyrand 
and others; who, amongst our travellers to 
France, was not acquainted with them ? 
And is not Sir Joseph Banks, a member of 
** the club, nick-named the National In- 
* stitute ?”” Yes, aud with the additional cir- 
cumstance of having received the honour of 
fomination with a declaration of its being, 
of this ‘* club’s” being, the first Society in the 
World, he being, at the same time, the pré- 
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Sieyes, and several of the most furious | 
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sident of the Royal Society of England. 
And, is he not still the president of that 
Society? Are his levees and his dinners not 
as much crowded’ as ever? Has his Sove- 
reign received him, though, according to the 
above description, associated with bloody 
regicides, with smiles Jess gracious than be- 
fore?) And has any one ever thouglit of dis- 
approving of any part of his conduct, ex- 
cept of that which related to his extravagant 
joy at his nomination, and his no less extra- 
vVagant compliments to his French fellow- 
philosophers ?>——So much for Mr. Fox: 
and now for Mr. Huskisson; one ‘of the 
«Young Friends,” one of the favourites, of 
Mr. Pitt; one of those, upon whom that 
minister has heaped the public money, in 
pensions as in well as offices—Mr. Huskis- 
son was not, as he would now give to be un- 
derstood, a mere nceuownt ince of the French 
revolutionists, or a mere nominal member of 
aclub. He wasa co-operator with the revo- 
Intionists, a real and active member of a 
club, and of that club, too, which finally 
produced the destruction of the monarchy of 
France; and, as to his principles, let the reader 
compare them, from the following extract 
from one of his speeches, not with any 
principles ever professed by Mr. Fox, but 
with any that ever were professcd by Paing, 
by Bartow, or by any of the avowed and 
most reprobated enemies of monarchy and 
aristocracy, The speech, to which I am 
about tomake an appeal, I fihdin a pamph- 
let, in the French language, printed at Paris, 
«“ De I’ Imprimerie de Drvavx, rue des Bou- 
cheries Saint Honoré, No.7.” LI shall'give 
it in French and in English, that the reader 
may be enabled to correct any errors that | 
may make in the trauslation.——The speech 
was made, it will be observed, upon the 
subject of a proposed emission of assignats ;

S1r,;——I understand that the ruinous di- 
minution. in, the price, and stagnation in the 
sale of rum, has at last driven our unpove- 
tished and oppressed, but patient fellow s b- 





_ jects interested in the West Indies, to solicit 


‘from administration some alleviation of this 


branch of theix sufferings. I therefore, take 
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up my pen to address you concerning one 
practice of gratuitous cruelty connected with 
it, the reasons of which, as ameasure of ¢o- 
vernment, are to me utterly undiscoverable. 
I mean the mode of making contracts for 
spirits at the Victualling Oitics. For these 
contracts proposals are seat in, specifying 
respectively the terms on which each pro- 
poser will supplyeither West Indian ram 
(the produce and manufacture of ourselves) 
or foreign brandies (the produce and manv- 
facture of our bitterenemy, and peculiarly 
the enemy of our colonial and commercial 
prosperity.) An English planter is conypel- 
Jed to purchase all the implements necessary 
for carrying on the works of his’ plantation, 
and a considerable portion of even the food 
of his labourers at the high price of the Eng- 
lish markets, and to transport them between 
four and five thousand miles across the At- 
lantic. And after his spirit is manufactured, 


heis again compelled to transport that through _ 


the same distance, incurring in each 'case the 
charges of a long pid hazardous voyage, be- 
sides the necessary lesses by leakage and 
other inevitable incidents. Hence it is self- 
evident, and it is universally admitted, that 
he cannot afford’ to sel! his ram in an Eng- 
lish port, for the same net sum which 
would be an’ ample price to a French ma- 
nufacturer ef braridy, who has at hand, and 
at the lowest prices all the articles required 
for his simple and easy distillation ; and, 
who, when his process is completed, trans- 
ports his spirits actoss the Channel by a sate, 
expeditious, and cheap voyage of a few 
hours.—In consideration of these facts, in 
consideration too that the English West In- 
dian is compelled to purchase all the articles 
which he has occasion to bay, and to dispose 
of all those which he wants to sell in the 
English market, (to say nothing of the natu- 
ral instinctive disposition in governments to 
favour their own subjects rather than fo- 
reigners,) it does seem reasonable that the 
duties imposed in England on English West 
Indian rum, should be less than those im- 
posed on foreign spirits by a difference more 
than equal to the excess of expense attend- 


ing the manufacture and transportation of 


the former, over that attending the manu- 
facture and transportation ot the latter. <A 
difference of above two shillings per gallon, 
I believe, (by no means a sufficient differ- 
ence as might be satisfactorily demonstrated) 
is accordingly made in these duties. ‘Tizis is 
a plain indication of the sentiments of the 
legislature, that the English West Indian 
producer of rum is not in that situation in 
which he ought. to stand relatively to the 
French preducer of brandy, unless the price 
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received by the former fur his produce in the 
English market, exceed thut received By the 


s 


latter'for his, tothe samevextent. Theospi- 
rits supplied to the Victualling Office are 
exempted from duty. It is therefore, evi- 
dent that they do injustice to the English 
producer of rum, according to the principle 


recognized and acted upon by the legislature, 


if they purchase French brand{es in preter 
ence to English West Indian rarn, except 
when the price of the latter exceeds that of 
the former by more than the difference of 
the duties. But Pt a) fy from I roceeding on 
this principle or on any thing like it, I eam 
wel] informed, the Victu Hing Ofiece will, 
and actually does cive the preterence to 
brandy, if tendered at the smallest fraction 
less than rum, thereby net only depriving the 
English West Inaian of the preference to 
Which it is admitted that he isentitled; but, 
moreover, diverting a large sum of money, 
wi:ch’should be paid to our own subjects 
fur an article of our own growth, into the 
pockets of our enemy, that enemy whose 
efttorts are directed with the most indefatiga- 
ble activity, and most persevering industry, 
in every way against our colonial and our 
commercial prasperity. Ona late occasion, 
when the Victualling Office advertised for 
tenders of rums and brandies, offers of both 
were made the latter at one penny per gallon 
less than the former, and the latter was pre-e 
ferred. I have shewn that such a preter- 
ence is grossly unjust. That it # highlyim- 
politic cannot for a moment be doubted, 
since it not only encourages’ the produce of 
our enemies, instead of that of ows ewn sub- 
jects, but also encourages the shipping of 
other nations who are the cerriers from 
France-to us, instead of the shipping of our 
own traders, in whose vessels all our colo- 
nial produce is brought to this country. ‘The 
only pretence upon which such a practice 
can be palliated is, that of the pecumary 
saving. Before I inquire into the amount ef 
this saving, I must observe, that be its mag- 
nitude what it may, it never can be any ex- 
cuse for injustice. ‘The mother country has 
the exclusive supply of all the articles v hich 
her colovial subjects requite, and likewise 
compels ther to bring the whole of their 
produce’ to her market; in return for 
which, she professes to give those subject 
not indeed the correspondent exclusive sup- 
ply of her market, as shonld be reasonably 
expected ; but a decisive: preterenee tn it, 
In pursuance of this was the difference of 
the duties between rums and brendies esta- 
blished. Arid in evading that difference, ae 
the Victualling Office does by taking bots 
free from duties, without substituung any 
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other indication of preference, the producer 
of rum is grossly defrauded. And what is 
the saving ettected by this system of impo- 
licy and injustice ? In the case which I have 
betore stated, the saving was one penny per 
gallon. Let us suppose the annual con- 
sumption of the Victualling Office to be 
500,000 gallons. ‘The total apparent saving 
at the above rate would be somewhat less 
than £2,100. Let us however, suppose, 
that the difference were twice as great, the 
apparent annual saving then (i say apparent, 
for, I believe, that in fact, every single far- 
thing of it would be returned into the Ex- 
chequer im the shape of taxes on the in- 
creased incomes and expenditures of colonial 
proprietors, ship owners, factors, and others, 
who woul be benefited by this encourage- 
ment of our own productions) would be 
somewhat more than £4,100. A worthy 
object to be attained by such gross impolicy 
and injustice! Tn the former pare of this lei- 
ter, I have stated that the reasons of this 
practice as a measure of government, are to 
me utterly undisceverabie. IJ suspect they 
will be equally soto you.

ContinrntaL War.—Austrian Official Ac- 

- count of the Battie of Caldiera, on the 30th 

of October, 1805. 

As very imperfect and inaccurate ac- 
counts of the battle of the 30th of October, 
and subsequent actions near Caldiero, have 
been given in various journals, the following 
circumstantial and authentic narrative of 
those events has been made public.—The 
Imperial Army, exclusive of the corps de- 
tached into the southern Tyrol, was sta- 
tioned in this manner :-—Lhe right wing, 
under the command of the general of cavalr 
Count Bellegarde, consisting of 42 battalions 
and 24 squadrons, was partly engaged in the 
eccupation and defence of the fortified posi- 
tion near Caldiero, partly in advanced guards 
on the Adige, and partly in secu:ng the 
chain of the Lisenian mountains, and in 
maintaining a communication with the corps 
in the southern Tyrol.—The centre, com- 
manded by Field-marshal Lieutenant Count 
Argenteau, was encamped with 22 battalions 
of aint 2 16 of fusileers, together with 
24 squadrons, at St. Gregorio ; behind it, at 











~ 


St. Steffano, were the heagd-quarters of his 
Royal Highness, the cormmander in chief — 


| ‘The lett wing, under the command of Field- 
; Marshal Lieutenant Baron Davidovich, com- 


posed of 1] battalions and 6 squadrons, was 
encamped at Bevilaqua, ard in conjunction 
with 6 battalions of frontier troops, and 10 
squadrons, maintained a cordon along the 
lower Adige to Chiotzza.—Massena, the 
comupander in chief of the enemy, had taken 
post with the seven divisions ef Verdier, 
Gardanne, Duhesme, Serras, Molitor, Es- 
pagne and Ruska, on the right bank of the 
Adige, had erected new works at Castel 
Vecchio and Legnano, and had stationed the 
main body-of his army behind Verona.— 
Karly in the morning of the 29th of Octo- 
ber, the enemy defiled over his bridge at 
Castel Vecchio, crossing the river at the 
same time In six large vessels, and gained 
the heights of St. Leonardo, while [ield- 
marshal Lieutenant the Price of Rosenberg, 
who commanded the extreme portion of the 
right wing, retreated, conformably to his 
instructions, fighting, and, after an obstinate 
resistance, to the heights of Morzano.— 
Meanwhile the battle became general with 
the advanced troops stationed near Verona, 
General Friment, who commanded the ad- 
vanced guard at St. Michael, sustained the 
attacks of the enemy for several hours, with 
the utmost obstinacy ; but finding himself 
compelled to yield to the superior force of 
the e:emy, he retreated, fighting incessant- 
ly, as he had been directed, to the position 
of Caldiero.—No sooner was his Royal High- 
ness apprised of these circumstances, than he 
ordered the centre of the army to march, 
and himself repaired to St. Bonifacio. The 
enemy, in the mean time, advanced with 
great difficulty, and the sacrifice of a consi- 
derable number of his men, to the plains of 
Caldiero.—Here, at four in the afternoon, a 
new attack was made on all the advanced 
troops: Wago, Cadel Ara, and Stra, were 
several times taken and lost, till, at length, 
at dusk, a renewed attempt secured to the 
enemy the possession of Stra and Caldicro, 
through which he pushed forward with un- 
common boldness to the very entrenchments

Royal Highness, therefore, in the night be- 
tween the 2gih and 30th, projected. the most 
suitable precautions, and had them carried 
into execution the same night.—A> thick 
fog delayed the hour of attack ; and as the 
enemy had made. no movement ai eleven 
o’clock,-the remainder of the day appeared 
to be almost too short to begin a decisive 
engagement.—A fire was, however, opened 
on our right wing. General Nordman 
rushed, at Sabionara, upon the enemy, who 
advanced in the most determined manner to 
mect him, but was twice repulsed. On 
this, Field-marshal Licutenant Prince Reuss, 
pushed forward to Gambion, and obliged the 
enemy to retire; but he threw himself on 
the Prince’s right flank, and took possession 
of some houses, from which it was found 
necessary to drive him by the bayonet. <A 
new reinforcement of the enemy suddenly 
advanced, with drams beating, towards our 
artillery: they were received with a brisk 
fire; but, nevertheless, penetrated to the 
cannon, till Captain O'Brien, with a division 
of Hulans, attacked the enemy with such 
impetuosity, that he killed a great number, 
and rescued the artillery.—-Upon this, Prineg 
Reuss again advanced to Gainbion, where 
night terminated the battle. — When his 
Royal Highness observed the firing on our 
right wing, he determined to attack the 
road of Stra. The general of cavalry, Count 
Bellevarde, ict on eight battalions, with a 
division of cavalry, towards Stra; the place 
was soon evacuated ; but behind it a most 
obstinate fire of infantry began, aud soon

vivacity, by fresh reinforcemenis of the ene- 
my, that were continal!. arriving. At 
length, the enemy succeeded in throwing 
several battalions, under fayour of the*bro- 
ken ground, on the right flank of the troops,

_and bad partly expended their ammuniuon: 
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they were obliged to retire, though several 
divisions of-the Emperor's light horse, and 
of Kienmayer'’s and Stipsitz’s hussars, ad- 
vanced where the ground permitted, and 
made some prisoners. At this moment, 

his Royal Higness ordered Field-Marshal 
Lieutenant Vogalsang, with a brigade of 
grenadiers, and colonel Count Weissenwolf 
With Esterhazy’s ing ntry, to advance, with 

drums beating, and with an entire front: of 
this charge, these troops acquitted thems 

selves, under the eyes of his Royal Highness, 

with the most laudable resolution. ‘Ve ene- 

my desisted from the pursuit, but collected 

his force against Esterhazy. and a violent 
firing again commenced: the brigade of gree 
nadiers remained drawa up en froute to sup- 
port Count Weissenwolf. ‘Lhis was the 
juncture at which Massena exeried his ut- 
most force to secure the victory, and to 
make himself master of our postion, ‘While 
he commanded a iresh attack upon our cen- 
tre, he himself conducted the division of 
Molitor to the foot of the heights af Colog- 


hola, with the intention of storming the 
works of ourright wing His Royal Ligh- 
bess was engaged in renewing the battle in 


the centre when he received intelligence of 
this enterprise, on which he hastily dispatch- 
ed a battalion of grenadiers to the support of 
the right wing, and directed thé general of’ 
cavalry, Bellegarde, to repair thicrer l.ke- 
wise, and to repulse the ebpeny, cost whit 
it would. The judicious dispesitions of the 
Field-Marsbal Lieut. Baron Simschen, who 
commanded,there, and the extraordinary in- 
trepidity oc the troops, had, however, in part, 
accomplished this design, The enemy bed 
stormed the hill near Colognola, with two 
regiments; but the gallant resistance that 
was opposed to this furious attac k, and the 
charging ef the two battalions of Charles 
Schroder and Spieny, with fixed bayonets, 
not only prevented the storming of the works, 
but the two regiments employed in the at- 
tchopt, and particularly the Sd, were, tur 
the amost part, cut. to pieces or taken prison- 


—_ 
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ers. Atthis spot alone, the enemy 1 s' 500 
men in killed, es many were made prisoners 
and three standards were taken.— While the 
infantry was thus signalising itself, Colonel 
Kerecsk, with his division of Kienmayer’s 
hussars, attacked the enemy’s cavalry, which 
had penetrated as far as Colognola Bassa, 
with such success, that he drove it back to 
Cadel Ara, with the loss of many kuled, 
and 42 prisouers.—At the same time that 
this unseccessful attack was made near Co- 
lognola, another column of the enemy 
stormed the redoubt No. 10, an had already 
mounted the breast-work of the ditch, when 
it was repulsed with considerable loss, by 
the courage and firmness of the regiment of 
Hohenlohe-Bartenstein. Captain Nowak, 
of that regiment, particularly distinguished 
himself on this occasion; he rushed on the 
enemy, of his own accord, at the head of 
his company with fixed bayonets, and in 
this manner cleared the ditch. At this 
place, likewise, the battle continued till late 
in the night, which favoured the retreat of 
the enemy.—In the confident expectation 
that this bold attack on our right wing would 
not fail of success, Massena endeavoured, 
with renewed exertion, to break through the 
centre; the troops though they sold every 
step dearly, were, however, obliged to yield 
a little to the superiority of force. General 
Lippa was wounded on this occasion. It 
was already dark, when the fire from the ar- 
tillery of the position became almost gene- 
ral, and the troops that detended the trench- 


_es, likewise received the enemy with a brisk 


fire of musketry. Prince Hohenlohe-Bar- 
tenstein. advanced with his brigade of gre- 
nadiers in.reserve, with drums-beating, and 
allantly cheering his grenadiers. His Royal 
lighness the. Archduke Maximilian col- 
lected, in person, the returning battalions, 
placed himself at their head, and again led 
them,. with drams beating, against the ene- 
my. . The latter had not expected such a 
degree of resolution, and abandoned ‘the 
field of battle to us; and as his left wing 
was likewise beaten, .and, Stipsitz’s hussars 
had also made a successful attack; he hastily 
retreated. Our troops pursued him to Ara, 
where the darkness of the night, at length

General Nordmann. According to the re- 
port of the prisoners, they were ordered to 
take the fort, let the enterprise cost what it 
would. General Nordmann, however, -wag 
as firmly resolved to defend it to the last ex- 
tremity.—The enemy attacked the fort, in 
front and in flank, with the utmost im- 
petuosity ; and, as several battalions at the 
Same time crossed to this side of the river, 
at Zevio, and advanced against the left flank, 
they poured in such a destructive fire, thet 
nothing but the example of their leader could 
have induced the troops to maintain their 
position. General Nordmann, while thus 
nobly engaged, was wounded on the plat- 
form ; most of the cannoneers were killed 
at their guns, and two officers of the staff 
were wounded. For the determined resolu- 
| tion of General Count Colloredo, on whom 
| the command devolved; and of Lieutenant- 
| Colonel Count Nugent, who, animated with 
| equal Zeal, taught the troops to despise the 
| danger; it was reserved to defeat this last, 
| 





but oft-reiterated attempt of a superior and 
infuriate enemy. Prince Reuss contributed 
al] that lay in his power to the deliverance 
of the menaced position: he directed Colo- 
nel Brusch to advance briskly between the 
enemy and Gambion,- and to attack the 
enemy in flank, with some battalions; and 
this movemeitt, which Colonel Brusch ex- 
cuted with the greatest intrepedity, accelera- 
ted the retreat of the enemy,, and consi- 
derably augmented his loss.—This last una- 
vailing attack, gave to the Imperial arms, 
the most complete victory, which crowned 
with glory the first actiens of the Italian 
army: for, on the Ist-of November, it was 
discovered, that the enemy, having masked 
his retreat by «a “chain of light troops, had 
already reached the. heights of St. Giacomo, 
in front of Verona, with his main body, and 
had relinquished to us the field of baitle. 
Our advanced guards pursued him ; Caluiero, 
Stra, Vago, and Cadel Ara, .were agam 
taken possession of, and-our victory was de- 
aisive. Events of .a tereign nature called off 
the Victoriotis army, after a conflict of three 
days, -Sustained with the most resolute ints” 
‘pidity, and prevented it from-fully reapiYs 
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the fruits of its conquest.—The loss of the 
enemy on these three bloody davs cannot 
possibly be estimated at less than 8000 men, 
of whom upwards of 2000 were taken priso- 
ners. According to the regimental lists, our 
loss in killed, wounded, and miss! ing amounts 
to 5072 men, including 120 officers.
